British Protests. 


Peking, July 21:—At yester- 
day's Cabinet meeting the mat- 
ter of the protest. lodged by the 
British Legation over the con- 
ditions of the Peking-Mukden 
Railway was discossed. The 
note requested definite action to- 
wara the relief of that line from 
the malpractices of Marsbal 
Chang Tso-lin who is holding a 
great bomber of locomotives and 
otber rollicg stock beyond the 
Great Wall thereby cutting down 
the effectiveness of the Railway 
to a great extent which in turn 
has caused the revenues to drap 
to something like only twenty 
thousand dollars a day whereas 
it should be measured in bundreds 
of thousands: In addition to this 
be has been withholding tho rev- 


enues collected north of Shan- 
haikuan and is now insisting that 
bis own underlings be placed in 
the responsible positions of. the 
Peking-Mukden.. offices. Since 
this line is secarity for # foreign 
loan the matter is, considered 
serious.

ally assumed his efficial duties 
yesterdar. After a pompous 
ceremony, Chang Tso-lin im- 
mediately wired to the authorities 
in Fengtien, Kirin and Heitucg- 
kiang as follows >-- 

“As political autonomy has 
been praclaimed by Fengtien. 
Kirio and Heiiungkiang with the 
fall consent of the Manchurian 
people without the leest interfer- 
ence from Peking or any other 
side under. whatever name, the 
first duty of the guthorities within 
Manchoria must be to preserve 
order and protect the people in 
the name of the self-government. 
The official titles of Tuchun and 
Shengebeng should be discon- 
tinued. Sscondly all revenues 
either from Sino-Foreiga sources 
or pure Chinese offices are to be, 
kept solely for tke use of the/ 
Mancburian Goveruments in| 
Mukden, Kirinfu and ‘Taitsibar | 
withou?. remitting any of the 
funds to the existing Central) 
Government in Peking, including | 
the salt offices ‘at Newchwang' 
acd Changchon. Thirdly, all 
government offices which were, 
forroeriy held by officers appoint-— 
ed by Peking should be supplied 
with passports and» travelling 
allowance and their vacancies 
mast be filled by capable men 
who are to ba nominated by the 
peoples of Manchuria: but the 
final power of veto resis with the 
Commander-in-Chief ~of the 
Paoan troops.”

France 
proposes that Britain shall forego 
all war cebts and reparations, 
leaving the Repudlic free’ to 
extract all she can from Ger- 
many. We are actuated hr no 
spirit of boastfuloess when wo 
say that, in regard to the degree 
of sid furnished by sn ally, 
history affords no parallel to that 
which Britain rendered to 
France, granting that their in- 
terests were common. The 
British nation, as we need not re- 
mind the reader, is now shoulder- 
ing e tremendous burden of 
taxation. Oo a number of points 
Britain has made financial ten- 
cessions to France, and raised 
zotbing more than a formal 
protest against the agreement 
between M. Loucheur, the Min- 
ister for Reconstraction, and the 
lace Dr, “Ratheoao, bs which 
France obtained a species of 
preference in regard to repar- 
atiuas. Further, it has to be re- 
membered that beyond the 
£1,098,000,000 owed by the Allies, 
Britain hes suffered colossal 
losses io respect of Russ‘a and 
Germany. The cable puts the 
total of. war debts due to Brigain 
Fromall qaarters at £3,400,000,000, 
Even this bawildering sum 
includes oaly the amount actually 
acctued due from Germany, nat 
fovure liability. The British Note 
to the Allies limits the demand 
upon them te partial repayment 
in the desree already indicated, 
and at the,same time adds a 
proviso that Britain, without 
requiring the Allies ta relinquish 
their reparation claims, . will 
entirely abandon ber 
claims both against the Allies 
and against Germany if ‘this 
renunciation were to form part 
of a general plan whereby the 
whole problem could be settled. 
Presumably this is a final invis 
tation to the United States. If 
there is no résponre from that 
quarter, it is difficult for the'im- 
partie! mind to see how Britain 
could be expected to act more 
generously than to forego part of 
her claims while paying her 
creditor 100’per cent.
